2. Claims 61-75, drawn to a method, system and computer readable program 



for automating tran&fer of electronic communication and storing transferred 



information on a server, classified in class 707, subclass 1. 
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Reply to Office Action of July 21, 2005 

The Examiner finds that the above-identified inventions are distinct from each other and 
sets for the various reasons. 

The Examiner further found that the application contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Claims 4-6, 24-26, 44-46, 62-64, 67-69 and 72-74 uses fax for communicating 
information; and 

Claims 7, 27, 47, 65, 70 and 75 uses e-mail for communicating information. 

Applicants are required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect as a single species for prosecution 
on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. 

In accordance with the above requirements, Applicants elect to prosecute, with traverse, 
the Group 1 Claims 1-60 and the specie using facsimile communicating information. 
A list of claims reading on the Group 1 method and the elected specie includes: 
Claims 1-6, 8-26, 28-46 and 48-60. 

Since all claims elected are in condition for allowance, formal allowance thereof is 
respectfully requested.
